process by which the molecules of 
crude oil are split apart to produce 
gasoline, the new process employs 
catalysis—promotion of a reaction 
by a neutral agent. 
The crude oil 
is vaporized, and the 
vapors 
are 
passed over the surface of a cataly­ 
tic agent, which parts the molecules 
with a high decree of selectivity and 
at great speed, rearranging them as 
required for the 100-octane ga.soline. 
Dr, Egloff said he believes the new 
process will soon revolutionize the 
oil, and auto 
industries,

States alor.e to supply the gasoline 
needs of the entire world.
